It would, indeed, be difficult to con- 
ceive anything more unfortunate than 
(he theory sot up on the Government 
side of the House, on Tuesday, in de- 
fence of the reckless, spendthrift fi- 
nancial policy (?) now inaugurated in 
this Province. The trholo acreage of 
railway lands is figured up and down 
thoy swoop on it \-ith the Boad and 
Wild Land Taxes, and they exulting- 
ly shout across to the Opposition, 
"Hero is an annual revenue of nearly 
half a million!" Cannot any one pos- 
sessed of common sense so that for 
Columbia to evince such a disposition, 
preach such a doctrine ia most suici- 
dal? To forow«ru,cai)ital of an inten- 
tion to come down on those lauds with 
live or six cents an aero taxation the 
moment they arc set apart for railway 
purposes can only have tho effect i)f 
obstructin that work which consti- 
tutes the supreme desire of tho 
people. To hold out such a proa- 
pect will either prevent capital com- 
ing forward or put up bids so high as 
may cause Parliament to hesitate. In 
either case, the result would be fatal 
to the best interests of this Province; 
and in either case Columbia would 
liave herself to blame.

London, March 2-1, 2:30 a. m.— In tho 
dobato in tho Uonso of Comnic".:! last 
night on tho Bill for the amendment of 
the Peuco Preservulion Act, the Homo 
Rulers, in oi)i)osinh Ibo Rill, ccjntrasted 
the prevalenoo of crime in ICnglaud with 
tfco peqpefulnoss of Ireland. ISir Edward 
Watliin retorted that the English jieoplo 
do not Welcome American conspirators 
among thorn, hut are conspicuous for 
their loyalty and law-abiding disposition. 
Ho said if tho Irish would renounce tho 
leadership of sliunp orators, aud adopt 
industry in place of political agitation, 
the' necessity for excei>tional legislation 
would cease.

by himselfjwaa saidf to ba exceedingly 
hard to construe by the Master of the 
Bolla,"^ Iq the o^ae of Lord St. Lcou- 
av<l« the difficulty is still more grave. 
His will, written "iu liis own liand- 
writiug, on live or six wlioots of okl 
quarto white lottoisp.'i^icr," han been 
loBt, ftpd tlie advorLiaomeat declares 
that it has been "lost since August 
I873.'f Unless tbe document is forth- 
coming, the presuiuptiou of law may 
possibly be iu such a case that the 
testator destroyed tliis will anirno 
rovoeandi, and soriouH restilts to his 
family may be tho cousoquenoc. It is 
curious how often the wills of eminent 
lawyers have oooasioued litigation. 
Lord Chief Justice Saunders api)ear3 
to have made a speculative doviso, upon 
tho validity of which his executors — 
^laynard. Holt, and Pollo.x^fen, all 
great lawyers — were divided in opin- 
ion.. The wills of Lord Chief Justice 
Holt and Sergeant Moynard were the 
subject of Chaui-ery proceedings. So 
was the will of Cliiof iJaron Tlionisou.
